Sacramento. February 1.1887. 
The Senafe met ut 11 o’clock a. m , Lieutenant- 
Governor Waterman in the chair. 
SI’KCIAL ORDER. 
P. B. 20, in reference to the construction ol 
biidgea to be paid out of county general fund if 
the road fund ia burdened, was taken up. 
Mr. White spoke against the bill, because he 
thought cities had no interest in county roads, 
no more than the country had in the city streets. 
Also that the country paid no tax for city streets, 
and it would be unjust. 
Mr. Chandler, Mr. Clunie and Mr. Conklin 
favored the bill, as the cities were interested iu 
the country roads, and because tome road dis­ 
tricts were too poor and too thinly settled to en­ 
able them to build a bridge. 
Mr. Dixon thought it economy to have a 
bridge constructed in a substantial manner, and 
this was the only way to have it. 
Mr. Vrooman said in his district the members 
of the Board of Supervisors were mostly from 
outside the city of Oakland, and hciice the 
country members would build all the bridges 
and use the fund.

Upon roll call, the bill was read the second 
time and ordered to engrossment. 


SENSATIONAL JOURNALISM. 
- 
Rome of the newspaper representatives who 
report the proceedings of the Senate have, in 
the line of “enterprise,” sought to la? sensa­ 
tional by reflecting upon the presiding officer of 
the Senate, ami have carried the matter to such 
an extent that it has become a matter of scandal, 
and is to be investigated. In tiie Senate yester­ 
day forenoon, Mr. Moffitt arose and said: Mr. 
President, I desire to say in a veiy few words 
som tthing upon a question which will interest 
every Senator upon this floor. I hold before me 
a copy of llieStockton 3Iaii of January 25th, aud 
I refer to that portion of the newspaper which 
refers to tlu* proceedings at the Capitol. It is 
beaded, “ At the Capitol To-day, Auother Side­ 
show Between Lieutenant-Governor Waterman 
and Senator Goucher.” The article refers to our 
honored and respected Lieutenant Governor in 
language which I would not repeat by reading. 
I do not know who of the newspaper meu wrote 
it, but as a newspaper man, I want to denounce 
it as infamous, in addition to writing this in­ 
famous article, he did something farther and 
more malicious; he used the piper to humiliate 
Lieutenant-Governor Waterman and his family, 
and. as I said before, I have waited until this 
moment, when Lieutenant-Governor Waterman 
was out of lus chair, so that he would be hu­ 
miliated uo further, to denounce it. I think a 
committee should be appointed to find out who 
ha* written the article, and when that is done, 
the writer should be expelled from a scat on 
this floor. 
Mr. Jones—My question is iu defense of the 
dignity of the Seuate, of which I am a part by 
reason of my membership. 
My defense is iii 
behalf of the President of the Senate, who by 
reason of his position has no absolute voice oil 
the floor of the Senate. 
I do this of my own 
volition. 
I’rolmbly had 1 consulted Governor 
Waterman in regard to it lie would have ob­ 
jected. 1 therefore assume the entire responsi­ 
bility. 
I, however, feel that it would not be 
right for me to sit here any longer as a Senator 
without entering my most solemn 
protest 
against the continuance of the harsh attacks 
against 
the 
presiding 
officer—Republican 
though he be 
We nil know the President of 
the Senate to be a high-minded, whole-souled 
uml kind-hearted gentleman in his sentiments 
and intercourse with the members of the Sen­ 
ate, and because he does not possess to as emi­ 
nent degree as others—because it is not his 
vocation—that 
keen 
knowledge 
of 
parlia­ 
mentary action which his critics deem lie 
should have, yet it is no reason why the cor­ 
respondents of the press enjoying the privileges 
of the Senate, by occupying seats upon the floor 
and enjoying immunities that are allowed its 
members, should daily, in its letters and re- 
l>orts, hurl their shaits of fault, censure and 
lault-findlng at him. The Seuate acknowledges 
that in their presiding officer they have a high- 
minded, honorable aud respected citizen to pre­ 
side over its deliberations, and the unpleasant 
words aimed at him act like a boomerang and 
reflect back on the Senate. I do not intend to 
enter upon a discussion of where the line shou-d 
he drawn as between liberty and license of the 
press. It would take too much time ami life is 
too short. I desire to say, however, that I am a 
strong advocate of the former and despise the 
latter. 
I consider it the bounded duty of every Senator 
on the floor, whatever his predeliction jiólitically 
may be, to stand loyally by the side of nis pre­ 
siding officer, and to assist and strengthen liim 
in every way. This I am determined to do, and 
Senators will bear me out in the assertion, 
that thus tar by no act or word of mine has the 
‘•lightest obstacle been thrown in the way of the 
dignity, decorum and honor of the Senate. 
Believing that every Senator on this floor en­ 
tertains the same sentiment oí kindness that I 
most certainly do towards the presiding officer, 
I have been prompted to sj>eak as I have on this 
occasion. 
Mr. Vrooman—Mr. President, this is the first 
time I have heard anything concerning the sub 
ject matter of this discussion, therefore I am not 
prepared to say anything upon the subject at 
this time, but I would move that Senators Mof­ 
fitt. Murphy and Abbott be appointed a com 
mittee to investigate this subject, aud report to 
the Senate. 
Mr. White—I cecond the motion made by Sen­ 
ator Vrooman. I had not seen the article to 
which reference has been made until just now, 
and 1 have only read a portion of it, but the 
portion which I have read is sufficient to show 
me that the writer abused a privilege which was 
given him of being here, and acting as the cor­ 
respondent of a newspaper which he claimed to 
have represented. W hether he is the gentle­ 
man who is here as the representative of that 
paper, or whether some one else who assumed 
to be so, or whether he was a person who got 
surreptitiously in some way or the other, 1 do 
not know : but I hope lhe genth man here who 
r- presents that paper did nor. write it, but that 
we must if possible find out who the author wiw 
is due to thedignity of this Senate. Lieutenant- 
Governor Waterman came here not only because 
ho was an aspirant for this place, but because 
the people elected him to fill that important po­ 
sition. lb* has presided over the Seuate. as has 
been said, since the opening of the session, and 
it has been seldom that anyone has been called 
to take the chair, as lie has shirked no duty ; 
but he is uot nn expert parliamentarian. 
Not only is the article it-elf of exceedingly dis­ 
graceful character, but, Mr. President, it was 
sent under cover to Governor Waterman's wife. 
Now I say a man who would do a thiug as mean 
and as low as that will not stop at anything. A 
person who enters a hen-roost and departs with 
some one’s chickens, is not only the peer of such 
a person, but he is eminently his supcrier. To 
a chicken thief this man ought to take off his 
hat aud bow. I hope that the committee ap­ 
pointed will investigate this m atter and ascer­ 
tain who the author was and the person who 
sent the article to the Governor in the way I 
have stated, because the authorship of the ar- 
ti le was bad enough, but not nearly so bad us 
the action which followed the publication. 
Mr. Wilson—Mr. President, I desire also to re­ 
iterate what the Senator from Alameda has al­ 
ready said, that this is somewhat new to me. I* 
have to reiterate and second everything that 
the Senator from Los Angeles has said upon this 
subject. The article itsell, which I hold in my 
hand, aud which 1 have seen for the firs! timé 
now, is really infamous in its character. And if 
it is true that the writer of this article, or the 
editor of this paper, has,sent the article under 
cover to Governor Waterman's wife, who is an 
iuvalid, that man ought to Ik1 brought be­ 
fore the bar of this Senate and severely 
dealt with by this 
body

almost any civilized person ought to do. The 
writing of the article itself is a breach of privi­ 
lege, but the seuding of it under Cover to the in­ 
valid wife of our Lieutenant-Governor is one of 
the most vile and infamous things I think any 
human being could do undertli-¿circumstances. 
We all appreciate the condition which this 
Senate fiiuls itself in. We all know the gener­ 
ous uoble-hcsrted character of ou 
presiding 
officer. We all know that he is a mau of the 
highest honor and of the first and best quali­ 
ties. Wc also know that he is now acting iu a 
new sphere : that he has not had the experience 
that have some other persons in that position; 
but there is no mau upon this floor, ana there is 
no r presentative of the press here who will not 
say that Governor Waterman lias not served 
with utmost faithfulness in the office in which 
he is placed. I therefore second the motion of 
Senator Vrooman, that a Committee of Inquiry 
be appointed, consisting of the Senators named 
in the resolution, and I hope the re*ohition will 
pass, and I sincerely hope that the per.sou who 
wrote this will be treated according to his just 
deserts. 
Mr. Boggs—I wish to say in this connection 
that 1 hope this committee in their invcsticra- 
jtion will not confine their Inquiry to the corre­ 
spondence alone, but ascertain who the corre­ 
spondent was. and if they cannot punish him 
or ocal with him severely. I tniuk that the m an­ 
agers or proprietors of the paper in question 
ougfct to also be punished if it is in the i»ower of 
this Senate to do so, and that paper snould be 
denied a representation upon this floor. I will 
also say in this connection that I heartily in­ 
dorse the remarks made by the Senators before 
me iu reference to our prodding uffirer. We all 
know that he has presided with utmost fairness 
and with dignity. I may say although he is not 
a strict parl am entaria , ho is fair in ail his 
rulings. 
Mr. Goucher thought the act of sending a 
paper containing the article to Mrs. Waterman, 
very reprehensible, but beyond that, he was 
not ready to say that the Lieutenant-Governor 
and the Senators should not be subject to fun­ 
es» press criticism. 
The motion of Mr. Vrooman for Investigation 
by the Sous tors nam ed—having been reduced 
to writing in the form ot a resolution—was 
unanimously adopted.

COMMITTEE REPORTS’. 
Reports were made by Standing Committees 
as follows: 
Municipal Corporations—Bill relating to Los 
Angeles charter, favorable. 
Judiciary—A. B. 192, A. B. 298. A. B. 3.07 and 
A. B. 392, that they pass : A. B. 273, do not pass ; 
A. B. 281 and A. B. 301, amended and passage 
recommended ; also, A. B. 1*20, concerning char­ 
ter of Chico; and A. B. 148, concerning Funded 
indebtedness of Sacramento City, recommended 
that they l*e referred to Committee ou Munici­ 
pal CorjKiratious. to be considered upon their 
m erits; also, stating that question as to their 
constitutionality is an open one which can only 
be decided by coming before the Supreme 
Court. [Last two bills referred as recommended.] 
Ways and Means—A. B. 258, 262, 266 aud 261, 
providing for deficiencies — recommendation 
that they do pass ; A. B. 143, withdrawn by au­ 
thor ; A. B. 222, that it be referred to Committee 
on Claims ; [so ordered.] Also, A. B. 98, to pro­ 
vide for tax levy for perm anent biipjK>rt of State 
University. 
Mines and Miniug—A. B. 117. to appropriate 
3125,000 for support of State Mining Bureau. 
Majority report favorable, and a minority re­ 
port against passage. 
The minority report strongly opposed any 
appropriation for support of the Bureau, charac­ 
terizing the amount as extravagant, and stated 
that it would not prove beneficial to m ining in­ 
terests, but only deplete the State Treasury. 
The minority further states that to its mind "no 
such amount as asked is necessary to sustain 
the Bureau, and it is equally apparent that the 
Bureau is iu no tense of any material val ue to 
miniug interests. It is energy in well-directed 
efforts iu the minee, not the b ind whims of 
salary-drawing theorists that gives impetus aud 
success to the great mining interest* of the 
State. 
Geological surveys in the field might 
aid in dcvelouing mining science and mining 
success, but it is worse tnan idle to ever hope 
for like results from the assorting and display­ 
ing of rocks in the richly furnished parlors óf 
the Mining Burt.au in Ban Francisco. In our 
judgment uo essential nor practical benefit can 
result to miniug interests from this Bureau.” etc. 
The minority report i* signed by Messrs. Mahler 
and Smyth. 
The Fish and Game Committee reported fav­ 
orably upon A. B.'s 249 and 250, relative to 
preservation of fish. A substitute Tor A. B. lui 
was presented, and passage recommended.

Cattle. 
Tucson, February 1st.—The cattlemen of 
Pim a county have adopted a measure bv 
which they hope to give the protection to 
their interests that is warranted by their 
importance. 
It is a hill establishing a 
new quarantine law. The bill provides 
for a Sanitary Board composed of one m em ­ 
ber trom each district, whom the Governor 
shall appoint and the Senate confirm. 
Members are to hold office two vears, and 
shall adopt rules for carrying out'tl e intent 
of the Act, and are empowered to employ 
a veterinary surgeon at a salary of not more 
than $2,500 per annum and traveling ex­ 
penses. The law prohibits the introduc­ 
tion of Texas cattle into the Territory from 
March 1st to November 1st, except when 
transported through by rail, ami gives the 
road full supervision of all cattle in tran­ 
sit in New Mexico. The penalty for vio­ 
lating the provisions of the law is $1000. 
The Bourel is also allowed to declare a 
quarantine on any cattle at any time, 
and is further empowered to collect costs 
Irom cattle so quarantined. The expenses 
are to be considered the first lien on the 
cattle. 
No fees are connected with the 
service, and the expenses of the Board 
and quarantine are provided for by the 
collection of a fcix of one m ill on the 
assessed valuation of all cattle in the Terri­ 
tory. The tax applies to no other rpecies 
of property, and is collected by the Sheriff 
as other taxes. 
The owners of cattle to 
the extent of $300 or less are exempt from 
taxation for this purpose. 
A fund will 
also be used to stam p out contagion in 
case it should reach the Territory. 
Noth­ 
ing but horned cattle will come imder the 
provisions of the law, deeming it best not 
to attem pt the regulation of other anim als 
liable to disease. 
The tax on the num ber 
of cattle now in the Territory would pro­ 
duce a fund of $18,000 to $2.000 per year. 
P roceedings of the Territorial Legislature 
P hi soon-, February 1 st—In the Council 
the House bill abolishing the office of Com­ 
missioner of Im m igration was read the 
first time, and tabled. 
In the House, Oliver presented a petition 
from the citizens of W illiams, opposing a 
division of Yavapai county. 
Ixmtherwood offered a memorial asking 
the President to appoint Ben. Goodrich as 
Chief Justice of Arizona. 
Bean of Pim a introduced a bill authoriz­ 
ing the Board of ¡supervisors to erect 
slaughter-houses not nearer than two miles 
of any city of 2,001) inhabitants, all stock 
for butchering and private purposes to be 
killed therein. 
Tripple introduced a bill lowering boun­ 
ties for killing wild animals. 
Scott of Pinta introduced a hill for the 
protection of game. 
The hill for the relief of Andrew T yner 
passed, granting him $200 for the capture 
of Soto. 
The bill directing the Prison Commis­ 
sioners of the Territorial Prison to employ 
a Chaplain, was passed.

l!ut usury laws are ineffective inva­ 
riably—their enforcement is only spas­ 
modic, and never even and equal as laws 
should be. 
If the Government would aid 
borrowers th at they may borrow more 
easily, why not aid lenders th at they may 
he conserved also in their business ? 
Ile- 
cause it does not is one of the chief rea­ 
sons of the ineffectiveness of such enact­ 
ments. 
In fact to prohibit loans at m ar­ 
ket rates which fluctuate cripples the loan 
m arket and impairs credit. It was so found 
to he the effect in Rhode Island and Connec­ 
ticut, both of which abandoned the experi­ 
ment. 
Bentham did no greater public service 
than hy showing the unwisdom of usury 
laws, and 
Adam 
Smith, who in 
his 
“ W ealth of N ations” favored them, re­ 
tracted and acknowledged his error. 
De 
Lavaleye was happy in the statem ent th at 
Itorrowers afiound when the spirit of enter­ 
prise is developed, and that a high rate of 
interest, instead of representing stringency, 
may represent activity of business; enter­ 
prise pays money its wages, not necessarily 
because money is deficient, but because in­ 
vestment, production, energy, are stim ­ 
ulated to make large gains. 
This writer 
quotes A ristotle’s famous epigram : “ In­ 
terest is money bom of money, and of all 
acquisitions most unnatural,” but points 
out that the ancients mistook the nature 
of capital, for they considered it exclu­ 
sively coins, which are *' barren.” 
In the 
better light of political science of this 
day we know th at money is hut an agent, 
a means, a tool for effecting exchanges and 
uses. 
As Bentham said, “ One gold daric 
cannot give birth to another, hut with this 
piece of money I can buy a ram and a 
sheep, which will yield me lambs, whence 
a whole flock may lie horn.” 
Interest forbidden induces hoarding, and 
new capital is thus prohibited, and hence 
usury laws injure more those whom they 
seek to protect, for they increase the risk 
of lending, and thus absolutely raise the 
rate of interest, in what we have termed 
the 
form 
of insurance. 
Enactments, 
therefore, to restore usury laws of the 
character indicated would have been for 
California really a step backward into a 
policy th at has been almost everywhere else 
abandoned.

A PROPOSITION TO STEP BACKWARD. 


A bill lias been refused a first read­ 
ing in 
the 
Legislature 
to make the 
legal rate of interest (1 i>er cent. 
That 
far it was unobjectionable, as it put the 
rate in line with the normal m arket rate. 
O ther sections of the bill provided crim inal 
penalties for contracting to receive, or for 
receiving, any greater sum for interest 
than 0 per cent., anil visited severe punish­ 
ment upon offenders, and incited informers 
by promising them half the fines imposed 
and collected. 
The promptness with which the hill was 
negatived testifies to the clear judgm ent of 
n representative body that the State should 
take no backward steps. 
But th at such a 
bill sought a hearing shows th at some still 
believe usury laws wise, ami possibly th at 
the Government should carry out the 
policy of interfering with the right of con­ 
tract in other ways quite as unwise. 
It is 
interesting, therefore, to exataine the rea­ 
sons th a t have led to the abandonment of 
the regulative power of Government in the 
m atter of usury. 
The certainty of a law rather than its 
severity insures respect for it. 
The bill in 
question would have defeated its own pur 
poses because it was so very severe. Such laws 
are nearly always evaded, and presently be­ 
come dead letters and encumber the statute 
books. 
The wiser policy, after fixing the 
legaL rate of interest, is to leave to per 
sonal freedom any contract between the 
parties for the hire of capital. 
Money is a commodity, lent, sold and 
transferred as are other commodities, ac­ 
cording to the need of one and the ability 
of the other to supply it. 
The usury law 
would be very imperfect that left a man 
free to charge such interest as he saw fit 
by way of rent of property representing in­ 
vested money, hut forbid the loaning of 
the coin itself at more than a given rate. 
The doctrine that supports usury laws, to 
be logical, should embrace all rewards of 
investment, and thus we would have a 
paternalism reaching to and regulating the 
profits upon all merchandise and upon all 
[property than can he bought and sold or 
rented for use. 
Several States have attempted to enforce 
usury laws, but witli comparatively little 
success. 
T he moral sense of the people 
holds it to be contrary to reason that a 
man shall not sell the use of money on 
6tich terms as he and the borrower may 
agree. 
If we suppose a usury law such as 
that contemplated, fortified by drastic pen­ 
alties—even as was proposed with the 
menace ol' imprisonment for their viola­ 
tion—to be enforced, then, as Dr. Berry 
puts it so concisely, essential injustice is 
done to the lender whenever the m arket 
rate of interest rules higher than the legal 
rate. 
On the other hand, injustice is 
worked to the borrower by restriction of 
th e loan market. 
More than this, the 
borrower is punished hy the law, by the 
inevitable system that would grow out i / 
such a law—th at of the borrower iusuring 
the lender for the risk he takes in violat­ 
ing the law. 
Tltis insurance would be 
exacted, and the more stringent the law 
the harder the terms of insurance. 
Itw ill profit friends of the dele» ted bill to 
exam ine the w ritings on this subject. Dr. 
Perry, the latent writer, finds th at the 
better thought of political economists hxs 
been opposed to usury laws, since in prac­ 
tice they have been of ill cflect. 
Massa­ 
chusetts attem pted the enforcement of 
such laws, but in 1867, reasoning from ex­ 
perience, abolished the laws and thus dc- ] 
clared that in Massachusetts they have 
been fonud to be injurious. 
The Mosaic 
law forbade the taking of interest except 
of strangers of the “ chosen people,” re­ 
cognizing the general principle that in. 
terest-taking was not in itself wrong. 
Perry holds th at “ it is not only need, 
less but invidious to deny by law to money­ 
lenders, who are useful factors in society, 
the privilege of selling their service for 
w hat it will bring in the m arket, while 
other men in every departm ent of business 
are allowed to exchange their services on 
th e best term s they ran make w ithout in­ 
terference or control.” 
The transaction 
o f lending money is, he point* out, a clear 
case of value of a service. 
The lender 
m ight use his money to gratify his own 
desires— it is his to use as he pleases, pro­ 
ductively if he chooses, and to receive 
back after investm ent with earned profits. 
T he surrender of this advantage to the 
borrower is a consideration called by [>o- 
litical economists " abstinence.” 
For this 
abstaining from his right use, he has the 
same right to claim a reward as one who 
foregoes working for him self and hires to 
work for another. 
T his reward is interest 
and it stands on the same unassailable 
grounds as the right to wages, and varies 
as they douudor supply and demand. Two 
make a bargain. 
Each is assumed to know 
his own mind and necessity, and equally 
competent to bargain for an exchange of 
value tout is m utual like all other bargain­ 
ing in trade. 
For Government to attem pt compel the 
lender to take less than the m arket worth 
of money at the time of the load is in ­ 
fringem ent of the « g h ts of property and

W aterman. 
T hat discovery ought to he 
made, as

assault. 
Criticism of 
public officials is 
one thing, scurrility is another. Governor 
W aterm an was chosen hy the people of 
California to he th eir Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor; he is their deliberate choice; they 
chose wisely and well, and he does them 
honor by his manliness. 
If he is not— 
called as he was by the people from the 
hard work of a toiling man—as yet a 
skilled parliam entarian, it is the people’s 
choice that pubs him in the chair, and 
what he at present may lack in technical 
information concerning the rules of debate 
and the ethics ol parliam entary procedure, 
is a hundred fold compensated by the 
sterling integrity of the man, his perfect 
honesty of purpose, the care that is con­ 
stantly his to do even-handed justice, and 
the diligence w ith which he applies him ­ 
self to his duties.

No self-respecting 
journal vould be guilty of it. 
The Senate 
has acted properly

defending the 
dignity of its chief officer, and in rebuking 
the sensational journalism th at mistakes 
scurrility for courage, and filth fur enter­ 
prise. 
It has acted with becoming dignity 
in protesting against the influence th at 
makes the possession of a few types and a 
press the excuse for abuse. 
All men of 
fair m ind and regard for the common 
proprieties of life, will entertain the hope 
th at the Senate may unearth the coward 
wlm thrust the printed offense into the 
household of Governor W aterman. 


T o-m orrow the first of the new excur­ 
sion trains from Los Angeles to the north 
and central section will leave that city.

SUPPOBTESS. 


M ass M eetin g in th e A ssem bly C h am ­ 
ber L ast E v e n in g —B r ie f Syn opsis 
o f th e Sp eech es. 


The mass m eeting held in the Assembly 
Chamber last evening for tbe purpose of 
discussing tlio Sunday law question, was 
largely attended, the members’ desks being 
occupied by ladies principally. The lobby 
was well filled as was also Ibe gallery. 
It 
was quite a noticeable fact that members of 
the Assembly were conspicuous by their 
absence, and few of the Senators graced the 
meeting with their presence. If theobjectof 
holding the meeting in the Capitol building 
was to secure the attendance of a num ber 
of the lawmakers of the State there, in that 
much it was a failure. 
If it was to hring 
out an audience of representative men and 
women of th¡3 city, then it was a decided 
success. 
Rev. Dr. Frost called the meeting to 
order. He said they had m et in the inter­ 
est of a question that was semi-political 
and sem i-m oral; not to reflect public senti­ 
m ent but to create it. 
It was a great ques­ 
tion ; one that concerns every"individual, 
every home, every town, every State in the 
Union. 
H e then introduced as the Chairman of 
the evening the presiding officer ol the As­ 
sembly 
SPE A K E R JORDAN. 
Mr. Jordan, in assum ing the chair, said : 
Ladies anti Gentlemen: 
W hile the sur­ 
roundings are not unfam iliar, to preside 
over this assemblage gives me no little em ­ 
barrassment. 
His position reminded him 
of that of a member of the Assembly who, 
being a member of the Committee on E du­ 
cation, visited the State Normal School. 
W lien brought into tbe presence of several 
hundred young ladies, this gentleman was 
called upon for a speech. He blushingly 
arose and commenced his speech with 
som ething like this : “ Young ladies, I'm 
very much em barrassed; indeed, 1 am. 
Such an array of beauty and intelligence to 
me is a very unusuai spectacle. 
I'm used 
to confroniing members of the Legisla- 
tature.” 
Tbe object of the meeting has 
been outlined by Dr. Frost—the question 
of w hether or not a law shall be enacted to 
set aside one day out of seven for a day of 
rest. It is not a religious question, but one 
in which all the peoDle are interested. The 
speaker then read a long list of Vtce-Bresi- 
dents. 
The first speaker introduced was Assem­ 
blyman 


OKOROK W . K NOX , OK LOS ANGELES, 
W ho said this was a question upon which 
every public m an should have, as Bresident 
Andrew Johnson used to say, a policy. It is 
a rem arkable fact that Southern California 
is filling up to-day with the cream of the 
intelligence, refinement and wealth of the 
Eastern and Northeastern sections of our 
Union. 
They come here believing our 
State to be a second Garden of Eden. Their 
hopes are realized so far as soil and climate 
are concerned. They find a paradise that 
has made happy homes and a prosperous 
people. They find, also, that while Cali­ 
fornia has so much to boast of, we had no 
day set apart for rest, expressive of reli­ 
gious sentim ent, appropriate for Christian 
worship. T his is said not to be a religious 
question, but with religious people it is a 
religious ouestion. The people who come 
from the East, who have been accustomed 
to look upon the Sabbath as a day of rest, 
one that should be devoted to Christian 
worship, cannot readily 


GRASP T1IE CALIFORNIA IDEA 
That it is m erely a holiday. As our Codes 
now stand, the Sabbath ¡3 nothing m ore; 
and as such is classed with the 4th of .Inly 
and 221 of February. 
It is a holiday— 
nothing m ore nor less. As a holiday, none 
will say we do not need it. Our State long 
ago recognized the fact that something 
more than a holiday observance was neces­ 
sary, aud laws calling tor the closing of 
sa’oons and forbidding other things offen­ 
sive to religious tastes were passed. Four 
years ago one of those strange upheavals 
in politics came along, and the great Dem­ 
ocratic party riding into power, repealed 
those laws, and the Sabbath day since has 
been 
regarded 
simply 
as 
a holiday. 
W hether we want a holiday simply, or 
coupled with it religious observance, is a 
m atter that c ncerns us as individuals. 
But whether or not the 


SALOONS A R E TO REMAIN OPEN, 
Our children enticed therein and made 
drunkards, contract the habit of gambling, 
come in contact with infam ous associations 
and all m anner of vice, concerns us col­ 
lectively. 
He would not say th at all sa­ 
loons tolerated infamy and vice, for many 
were on a plane of respectability and were 
frequented by good citizens, but it was a 
well known fact that a m ajority of the so- 
called saloons are where vice and crime 
have theirorigin.

Ought these 
dens of vice to be opened to them on that 
day to tempt them from the paths of virtue 
and m orality? The speaker said he was 
born and raised in a country where the 
Sabbath was not only set apart as a day of 
rest, but where 


SOCIETY PROTECTED AND SH ELTERED IT 
From all corrupting influences usually 
found around places of vice. 
W hy are the 
saloons closed upon election day? W hy 
did they not abolish that law also? 
Be­ 
cause the public sentim ent in both the 
political parties recognize the undeniable 
fact that the saloons arc the places from 
which originate all trouble, if not all vice. 
We have repealed the Sunday law. 
We 
should now re-enact it. 
If not as it was 
formerly, then in some other form, how­ 
ever modified. The tim e is ripe for such 
a movement. 
I believe my constituents 
would stand by me in voting for its enact­ 
m ent. 
If, however, I thought they would 
not stand by me upon that question, then 
would I stand by myself. 
[Applause ] It 
is right, it is just, it is in tbe interest of the 
whole people. 
We want a Sunday law 
that jvili protect our little ones and shield 
them from the allurem ents of vice. The 
speaker referred to the great num ber of 
vonng men who were growing up in Cali­ 
fornia, 
GRADUATING IN H E R DIVES 
As hoodlums. 
He was opposed to brass 
bands and baseball clubs paradiog s.reets 
on tbe Sabbath. 
This was harmless in 
some respects ; bnt m aking the Sabbath a 
holiday, opening it up to all kinds of 
recreations, was establishing a precedent 
to ruin our boys. 
He dreaded tbe future 
of hundreds of young men who were 
growing up with 
the idea 
that Sun­ 
day is the day for any and all kinds of 
recreations and riots, drunken festivities 
and gross debauchery. The speaker said 
be did not speak front a religions stand­ 
point ; lie did not belong to any church, 
and the fact that he was a member of the 
lower house of the California Legislature 
ought to be proof positive that he was not 
a religious fanatic. 
H e thought it 


T IM E TO CRY A HALT. 
That the Legislature should do its duty. 
The Republican party is in favor of the 
movement, and has ever been in the lead in 
all moral questions. W hen the Republi­ 
cans get control of the Legislature and their 
choice in the Gubernatorial chair they will 
fix it in thirty days.

O nr statutes are 
disobeyed not only by tbe people at 
large, but not infrequently by the very men 
who make them . 
We m ust not hope tao 
much fur a Sunday law ; but I believe we 
need it and should Lave it ;* it could and 
should be enforced. 
I am in favor of any 
law that has a tendency to make men bet­ 
ter; better husbands and wives, fathers and 
m others. To compel a man to labor on 
the Sabbath day was an infringem ent upon

H e should be

REV. E. E. DILLE. 
Chaplain of tbe Assembly, was the next 
speaker. 
He gave many reasons from a 
scientific and 
physiological 
standpoint 
why we should have one day of rest out of 
seven. 
H e claimed that he who labored 
six days a week ami rested on the Sab­ 
bath, accomplished more than he who 
toiled 305 days unceasingly. God him ­ 
self put a Sunday over our 
muscle 
and 
our brains. 
A 
certain 
am ount 
of 
rest 
was 
requisite 
for 
our 
health and well being. 
T he m ind and 
body m ust have relaxation and rest. The 
time has long since passed to sneer at a 
Sunday law ; it was a physiological fact 
which was stamped upon our physical and 
m ental beings. 
In European countries 
where there was no Sunday law the aver­ 
age life of the gentry was 42 years, that of 
the toilers little more than half as many, 
so it seems this m atter of a Sunday law 
resolves itself into a question of life.

TH E FIRST DUTY OF A STATE 
To protect the lives 
of her citizens, 
their property is of secondary im por­ 
tance. The State then should step in 
between 
Hie 
toiling 
m illions 
and 
those who

Germany this question is being agitated in 
the interest ot the laboring masses. 
In 
A ustria labor is forbidden cn the Sabbath. 
England has stringent laws regarding labor 
upon the Sabbath. 
My sym pathies are 
with the toiling masses, with 
THE TIN-PAIL BRIGADE. 
The garb of honor is the arm or of toil. 
W hile the N etherlands observed tbe Sab­ 
bath, they were a prosperous and happy 
people, but when they imported the non­ 
observance of the Sabbath from France 
their prosperity quickly departed. The 
Sunday law does not require a man toread 
his Bible, to 
pray, to attend cburcb, 
or to express preference for any reli­ 
gions sect. 
It requires 
them to ab­ 
stain from those 
things that interfere 
with the rights of others. Do as yon please 
is a fair definition of American liberty. 
You can do that until you trespass on 
uuother’s sacred right to worship God, and 
their rest should not be interfered with. 
A beer garden should not be allowed to 
run at full blast in the same block with a 
church during service. 
The Mulligan 
Guards, with blast of horn and beat of 
drum , should not interfere with Christian 
worship, neither should “ dot little Ger­ 
man b and” be allowed to break in upon 
the service at the sanctuary. 
The Govern­ 
m ent has recognized the Christian religion 
and in 


EV ERY STATE EXCEPT CA LIFORNIA 
Church property is exem pt from taxation. 
They are looked upon as a conservator of 
morals and the cheapest police force that 
can be m aintained. 
Do we want Parisian 
morals, Parisian Sabbaths, more births 
illegitimate than in wedlock? If so, we 
CJtinot do better than to ignore the Sabbath 
and follow in the wake of that wicked citv. 
There never will be security of life nor sta­ 
bility in Paris until they have a Sabbath in 
Baris. Every Anarchist in our country is 
plotting against our Sabbath. 
Let them 
not Germanize America, but they them ­ 
selves become Americanized. 
Let ns pro­ 
tect the workingman from the greed of tbe 
employer. Let us protect morality. 
We 
demand it as a public right that the S n 
day law be put back upon the statute books 
where it belongs. 
REV. DR. FROST, 
The last speaker, reviewed the rem arks of 
those preceding him . 
In regard to the 
Sabbath, he said it was the law of creation. 
God set us the exam ple himself. 
1 don’t 
believe in taking it out of the Bible nor 
out of the church. There is nothing great 
in man but m ind; there is nothing great in 
the universe but God. 
No man can lay 
claim to respectability unless he obeys the 
ten commandments. 
No statute law can 
make a titan either moral or religious. It 
is the law of Christianity, benevolence, 
society. 
I believe that society is growing 
worse and worse. Four things are neces­ 
sary to the m aintenance of good society. 
First, our family relations m ust be p u re; 
second, the Sabbath day must be observed; 
third, sobriety; fourth, order. Can we say 
that our family relations are pure, that 
they are getting better? Here are a few 
statistics showing the 


PERCENTAGE OF M ARRIAGES AND DIVORCES : 
Massachusetts, 14 weddings to 1 divorce; 
Connecticut, 13 to 1; Vermont, 11 to 1; 
Rhode Island, 10 to 1 ; California, 0 to 1 ; 
Sacramento county, 4 to 1; and in Marin 
county, in this State, it is said that the 
morals are so lax that the proportion is 2 to 
1. 
Fam ily relations, it would seem from 
tiiat showing, are not improving, but get­ 
ting worse and worse. The observanc: of 
the Sabbath has become less and less all 
over the Union, but California aud Nevada 
arc the only two States in the Union that 
have seen fit to ignore it entirely in their 
statute books. 
Here we have no Sabbath. 
The Lord’s is the devil’s day. 
Five thou­ 
sand Sacramento boys will perch themselves 
with apparent ease on the sharp point of 
a picket fence at Agricultural Bark all day- 
on the Sabbath to 


WATCH A GAME OF BASEBALL, 
W hile they would toss about restless in an 
upholstered pew if they were kept in 
church a half an hour. Fully 95 per cent, 
of the youth of our country are outside of 
religious and moral influence. 
As to sobriety, intem perance Í3 inoreas' 
ing faster than ever before. 
Afore whisky 
is made and sold to dav than at any former 
time. 
A ship left Boston a few days ago 
for Africa. 
H er cargo consisted of Í50,00o 
gallons of whisky and one poor little mis­ 
sionary. There is 100 times more whisky 
than piety in Sacramento to-day. 
As to order, haven’t we been appalled 
during the past year? Think of San Fran­ 
cisco’s position to-day. 
Look at the situa­ 
tion in Chicago. Ours is the age of dyna­ 
mite, tiie age of lawlessness. Ail this is 
owing to the fact that the moral elements 
are rapidly being lost eight of. I am in 
favor of a Sunday law. 
We can have and 
should have one that could be enforced. 
Liberty is perfect obedience to perfect law.

THE UTAH CANARD. 


An im probable "-torv About the Use of a 
W ax Figure. 
[By telegraph. 1 
W ashington. February 1st.—The Mor­ 
mons in this city who are watching the 
progress of the Edm unds anti-polygamy 
bill arc- quite excited over the dispatches 
from Nebraska in tbe papers in regard to 
Brigham Young's reported scheme of res­ 
urrection. 
Delegate Caine, of course, de­ 
nies tbe storv of the old m an. 
But an­ 
other story comes from Utah, which adds 
to the rem arkable story from Nebraska, 
and makes one look upon it with some 
consideration. Tbe gemieman saj s : "A s 
every one knows, the death of Brigham 
Young was most mysterious. Thearrange- 
ments for the funeral were conducted with 
the greatest privacy, and not until the 
body was laid out was any one allowed to 
see it. The body in tbe coffin, shown only 
to a few, was an ingeniously-prepared wax 
figure. 
A Frenchm an was brought from 
France some time before the reported death 
of Young, and sc-t to work to m ake a life­ 
like head and body of tiie Mormon prophet, 
as the figure was to represent him after 
death. So remarkably well was the work 
d me that the figure deceived m any who 
saw it when it came time for Young to die 
and the figure was prepared for burial. 
The subsequent m ysterious funeral arrange­ 
ments, together with the strange death can 
be easily recalled. 
The Frenchman who m ade the wax fig­ 
ure was slipped back to his native country 
and the Mormons watched him well. 
Al­ 
though this guard was kept up, the man 
told bis secret and it was published, bnt 
the Mormons managed to keep it from 
wide circulation. 
A ll heard it in Utah, 
but the Mormor.s have managed to decry 
it. The reason for YoUDg's disappearance 
from the earth was for a resurrection. The 
Mormons thought tbe United States Gov­ 
ernm ent would give them tronble, and ere 
this they had made every arrangement for 
an exodus to Mexico. The leaders col­ 
lected money and bought a vast tract of 
land and paid for it in gold. 
They in­ 
tended that old Brigham Yonng shonld 
arise from the grave and order the faith­ 
ful to depart to Mexico, but when the 
land bongtat came to be prepared it was 
fonnd that tiie Mexicans bad 
cheated 
them arid sold them a lot of m ountains. 
So great was the chagrin o f the elders that 
the exodus was postponed and Brigham 
did not rise.”

The O utlook in 
E l Dorado—P lenty of 
Rain and Promising; Crops. 
D uring the past two days El Dorado 
county has been blessed with a heavy rain­ 
fall. 
The J fountain Democrat, published at 
Placerville, on Saturday la t siys: 
Our southern exchanges come to us laden 
with premonitions of a disastrous year for j 
farmers, and discussing the probability of a j 
drought and the means of avoiding if. 
In I 
Ixi3 Angeles, San Bernardino and other | 
southern counties the winter lias been an 
unusually dry one, with scarce a drop of 
rain, and no prospect of a speedy remedy 
of the evil. 
The outlook is blue for farm­ 
ers In that section and fur some other sec­ 
tions of other parts of the State. 
Here in 
Northern California enough rain has fallen 
to insure good plowing, but there are fears 
of a shortage of water. 
It is only in the 
foothill counties that the farmers have 
come to rejoice at the outlook. 
In old El 
Dorado the crop outlook has never been 
better for m any years. 
A few early show­ 
ers put the grouu 1 in good condition for 
plowing and started grain which had been 
sown on sum m er fallowed land. 
A long 
stretch of w arm Weather brought early 
sown grain forward rapidly, and started 
that which was sown late, when the late 
copious showers brought about the very 
best results. The rains which have ex­ 
tended over the three weeks past have been 
attended by an abundance of warm sun­ 
shine, aud while the ground has been thor­ 
oughly soaked and placed in the best possi­ 
ble condition, the growth of grain has been 
steady. 
From every section of the county 
come to us reports of the best outlook for 
grain for years. 
Especially is this true of 
Salmon Falls, W hite Oak and Mud Springs 
townships. Green Valley, Clarksville and 
Latrobe farmers are feeling in the best of 
hum or, though the cold, frosty nights may 
yet "raise” the grain. 
At Latrobe grain is 
from six to ten inches high, while at El 
Dorado some pieces have attained such a 
growth as to he almost ready to head out. 
We understand that Mr. H arris, of that 
place, is cutting some of his grain for feed, 
tearing that it will head out before the 
frosts disappear. 
Not alone is the southwestern portion of 
of the county well advanced, but we litar 
reports from as far up as Sportsm an’s Hall 
of the good growth of grain and the prom ­ 
ising outlook, if the present condition of 
affairs continues to exist. 
Good growing weather forgrain has been 
good fot other crops, threatening, however, 
to turn so warm as to draw out the fruit 
buds. 
Already, in specially protected sec­ 
tions, alm ond trees liavo been in blossom 
and fruit buds have swelled, but recent and 
present cold weather has checked 
the 
growth and frosty nights keep back the 
sap, so that little danger need be feared. 
The fact that m aczauita bushes are in 
blossom seems to augur an early and mild 
spring. 
W iiile nature promises well by the crops 
already set out in the county, the residents 
of the county seem determined to take ad­ 
vantage of the favorable condition of affairs 
to increase the acreage of crops and im ­ 
prove as much as possible. The acreage of 
grain this year is slightly above last year, 
and the outlook for a big yield better." but 
it is in the planting of trees and vines that 
the most rapid strides are being taken. Uttr 
leading horticulturists are all laying in 
large stocks of improved trees and vines, 
and bringing new areas of land under cult­ 
ivation. 
Our nursery men are all busy, 
witli good stocks on hand. The hulk of 
the improvements consists in the planting 
of Bartlett pears and improved varieties of 
grapes. 
During the past week several large 
consignments have arrived for Messrs. Va- 
rozza, Barss and Fruser, while many sm aller 
orders for trees have been filled. 
The present outlook for El Dorado county 
farmers and horticulturists 
promises a 
bounteous year. 


WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


Suit to Gain Possession of Die Vancouver 
M ilitary R eservation. 
V ancouver, February 1st.—St. Jam es 
Mission has filed a suit in equity against 
General Gibbon, Colonel T. II. Anderson 
and Lieutenant Yeastman, Q uarterm aster, 
commanding the Department of the Colum­ 
bia and Vancouver Barracks, to establish 
the title of the Mission to 430 acres over­ 
lapping on the original Government sur­ 
vey by the Mission, and that is claimed as 
a 
m ilitary 
reservation. 
The 
Mission 
claims ail this land under the Act of Con­ 
gress granting lands to religious societies 
then occupying the ground as missionary 
stations in Oregon. The W ar Departm ent 
claims this land as a m ilitary reservation, 
set apart long subsequent to the passage of 
said Act of Congress as a m ilitary reserva­ 
tion. The Mission claims that the title was 
confirmed by said Act, and it then became 
tbe owner of this property, which could 
not subsequently be taken for a m ili­ 
tary reservation 
by the United States, 
except by appropriation or condemnation 
according to law. The Land Department 
has retused to issue to the Mission a [latent 
for said 430 acres, consequently the Mis­ 
sion has no relief, except in equity. The 
object of this complaint is to enjoin the 
m ilitary authorities from dispossessing the 
Mission of a portion of the ground which 
it lias occupied nearly forty years. 
TI19 
military has opened a road, cut down an 
orchard and 
ornam ental trees, tearing 
down fences and inclosures, and removed 
buildings belonging to the Mission from 
the ground so long occupied by it. 
The 
Mission alleges that the refusal to issue a 
patent by the Gow innient i- based upon a 
misconstruction of the law. the ¡acts being

to tbe land, ro t exceeding 640 acres, now 
occupied as missionary stations among the 
Indian tribes in said Territory, together 
with the improvements thereon, be con­ 
firmed and established in the several relig­ 
ious societies to which said m issionary In ­ 
dians respectively belong.” 
The. mission 
claims the term “ occupied ” included 610 
a) res, provided there was. so much sur­ 
rounding the missionary station on unap­ 
propriated public land, or if not so m uch 
as 010 acres, then any quantity upon which 
the mission was located which was not 
claimed adversely, but was unappropriated 
public land at the date of tlie passage of 
said law. Judge Hoyt, of this district, bas 
grunted a tem porary restraining order, and 
tiie parties are required to appear before his 
Honor at Olympia Saturday next, to argue 
am! subm it the question a3 to a perpetual 
injunction.

T h e A rticles from th e M arysville " D e m ­ 
o c ra t " A d m itted in K vldence. 
W hen the Superior Court adjourned on 
Monday evening arguments were pending 
in the case of the People vs. McW horter, 
charged with manslaughter, relative to 
the admission, as evidence, of certain arti­ 
cles published in the Marysville Democrat 
(of which M cW horter, the defendant, is 
editor), reflecting upon T. G. Robinson, the 
deceased. This testim ony was offered by 
the prosecution, and its admissiblity com- 
batted by the defense. The purpose of the 
prosecution was to show that defendant 
had published libelous criticisms of de­ 
ceased's actions while acting as an agent of 
the Anti-Debris Association with the ob­ 
ject of provoking an assault upon editor 
M cW horter. 
The argum ents were resumed upon the 
opening of the Court yesterday morning. 
Charles T. Jones opened for the prosecu­ 
tion, and was followed by General Hiftt, 
also for the prosecution, who cited various 
authorities in support of the position of 
the prosecution in asking the admission of 
the testimony referred to. 
During the ar­ 
gum ent the "members of the jury were ex­ 
cluded from the Court-room. 
General 
Ilart concluded his argum ent at 11 o'clock. 
H e was followed by Mr. Johnson, who 
argued strenuously against the admissi­ 
bility of the articles from the Democrat, 
holding that the publication by defendant 
of criticisms concerning Robinson did not 
justify the assumption that the defendant 
sought to provoke Robinson into an assault 
tor the purpose of taking his life. 
The Court, in deciding the question, said 
that any testimony tending to show the 
condition of the defendant's m ind at the 
tim e of the assault would be properly ad­ 
missible before the jury, as tending to 
show whether or not the act of defendant 
was done through fear of bodily harm , or 
was the result of predetermiation to commit 
a grave crime. The objection of the de­ 
fense would be overu’ed and ihe testimony 
admitted. 
General Heart then read, from the col­ 
um ns of defendant's paper of July 22,1836, 
the following ex tract: 
We learn that the noble T. 6. Robinson is still 
at work lor Sexey as a spy. He of "co p p er” 
fame is sail a trusted servant of the big-hearted 
Sexey. II the people of Ibis valley suppose 
they can trust their lives and their fortunes in 
tin-hands of a man that can sit day after day 
on the hank of a hydraulic claim while the 
pipes play in lull view, and yet cannot see them 
piping, they are more easily duped than we are 
willing io believe. If the good citizens of this 
valley feel safe with the valley interests in the 
hands of a man that a little 
blaze" can drive 
from a house of ill fame in his shirt-tail, when 
he should be guarding their homes from the 
effects of the monitor, then they are more trust­ 
ing than we think is sensible. 
Isaac Stearn, business m anager of the 
Marysville Democrat, identified the article 
as having appeared in that journal. 
He 
also identified the following as having ap­ 
peared editorially in tbe same paper about 
a m onth before: 
Has nnvbodv heard what lias been done with 
T. tí. Robinson? Wheu Ihe Democrat first found 
out that the said T. t í . Robinson was a fraud as 
a spy, and a success as a money-taker, Sexey A 
Co. were righteously indignant, but how is it 
to-day ? Not one of his aneiont defenders would 
deal "more lightly with his good name than we 
have done. Still they have not brought him to 
aceouut like we were made to hear they would 
do as soou as he was convicted of crookedness. 
On cross-examination witness said that 
he purchased a pistol for defendant because 
of threats he had heard of as having been 
made by Robinson against M cW horter. He 
had never heard M cW horter m ake threats 
agaiust Robinson. 
T. A. Forbes, District Attorney of Yuba 
county, was the n ex t witness, 
lie testified 
that a day or so after the homicide he had 
an interview with M cW horter in the Sacra­ 
m ento jail, during which the latter said it 
was unfortunate to be obliged to take 
hum an life. W itness remarked that he was 
glad it did not take place in Yuba county, 
as he would be obliged to prosecute him . 
Defendant leplied that he had thought of 
that, and knowing that it had to come off', 
had concluded it would be best to have it 
take place in Sacramento. 
On cross-examination witness admitted 
that the best of relations did not exist be­ 
tween him and defendant. 
He had no im ­ 
proper motive at the tim e of visiting de­ 
fendant in the city prison at Sacramento. 
It was not his purpose to induce defendant 
to m ake admissions that m ight be prejudi­ 
cial to his case. 
H e had consulted with 
the attorneys for the prosecution, hut dis­ 
claimed having taken any active part in 
the prosecution. 
He had talked wjth Mr. 
Sexey and others in Yuba county regard­ 
ing his interview with M cW horter in the 
Sacramento jail, and detailed to them the 
statem ents made by the latter. 
During the 
last political campaign witness had spoken 
harshly of defendant in his public speeches. 
On one occasion ho denounced defendant as 
a liar. 
There was some redirect testim ony, bat 
it developed nothing of im portance. 
Recess till 1:30. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The hrst witness called afcer the reas­ 
sembling of the Court was I’. George, a 
gunsm ith of Marysville. 
He testified that 
he had kuown defendant only for a few 
weeks past. 
On being show n a pistol wit­ 
ness identified it us one sold to Isaac 
Stearn on the lot1' of August last, who was 
know n to witness as the collector for the 
Marysville Democrat. 
The 
pistol 
was 
loaded for him by witness. The weapon is 
known a" of the “British Bulldog” pat­ 
tern. 
[No cross-examination.] 
Mrs. Robinson, the widow of deceased, 
was next called to the stand. W itness 
testified that her husband left home on the 
m orning of August 10th, to attend upon 
the Grand Army ceremonies then in pro­ 
gress. She was shown and identified the 
vest taken from her husband's person on 
the night of the homicide, showing a bullet 
hole. 
H er husband spent the afternoon 
at home decorating the house. 
W itness 
was shown an extract from the Marysville 
Democrat and askei where she hail first 
seen it. 
She said she first saw it at her 
hom e some tim e before the homicide, it 
having been received by her through the 
mail, addressed to herself. She showed it 
to her husband, who sat down and cried 
like a child over it. 
lie carried the slip in 
his inside vest pocket, but when he was 
brought home afier being shot he did not 
have it, having lost it. H er husband was a 
Deputy United States Marshal. 
On cross-examination witness said her 
husband’s duiies were to serve papers on 
hydraulic miners. 
Isaac Steam was rpcalled for the purpose 
of identifying a certain publication in the 
Marysville Democrat of September 9, 1885. 
It read : 
Did the Ai'i at or T. 6. Robinson ever hear of 
the Omega mine ever paying anybody for the 
privilege of running ? 
The entire article is quite lengthy, but 
the portion upon which the prosecution 
based its objection was that above quoted. 
To the admission of these articles the 
defense objected, and the objections were 
overruled. 
E. R. W aring called. 
He was shown a 
slip of newspaper and asked if he ever saw 
an article headed " Robinson's Answers.” 
W ijness rec 'gnizcd it as rii article that ap­ 
peared in the Marysville Democrat in No­ 
vember, 1885. 
The defense objected, and the objection 
was overruled. 
The article, by 
implication, charged 
Robinson with being in collusion with 
certain hydraulic m iners and allowing 
them to operate their mines. 
W itness testified that iu 1885 he was an 
agent ol the Anti-Debris Association, and 
was under the supervision of deceased. 
Cross-examined—Did not preserve any 
copy of the article, and kept no mem oran­ 
dum of it. 
Left the employ of the A nti­ 
Debris Association 
about a 
year ago. 
Since then have been chiefly engaged in 
m ining in Placer county. 
W as interested _ 
in a gravel m ine while iu the employ of 
the Anti-Debris Association. 
At this juncture the prosecution an­ 
nounced that, with the exception of recall­ 
ing District Attorney Forbes for a brief 
examination on one point, they had no 
further testimony to offer but that of or.e 
.person, a young lady in Marysville, who 
had been too ill to attend Court, but who, 
it bad been learned, was then sufficiently 
recovered to come and testify. An officer 
had been sent for her. and if her health 
permitted it she would be in Court the 
next morning. 
W itness Forbes having left the Court­ 
room. and as the afternoon was well ad­ 
vanced. the Court ordered an adjournm ent 
untill 10 o'clodk this morning.

CORNY It IN PRUNES. 


T he M erchants Sluiw O pposition to (lie 
Pow*orful S yndicate. 
Xrw York, February 1st.—The syndi­ 
cate, at the bead of which is broker Jansen, 
and which is composed of druggists and 
leather men, formed in this city to create a 
corner in the linest variety of Turkish 
prunes imported to this 
country, and 
which always comm and the highest prices, 
makes no secret of its intention, now that 
it has secured, as it believes, the bulk of 
the crop for 1880, which was less than half 
an average one, a fact which would have 
caused a raise in the price from natural 
causes alone. The total estimated supply 
for this country and Canada, including all 
parcels of last "year's prunes thus far re­ 
ceived is 22,000 casks. On account of the 
scarcity of dried domestic fruits, it is as­ 
sumed that the ordinary demand for T urk­ 
ish prunes will be increased considerably 
this year. 
The representative of one of the leading 
houses of this city in said trade, is bitterly 
opposed to this "attempt to force up the 
price of Turkish prunes by the speculative 
corner, and will light it energetically. 
He 
said : 
“ These inen undoubtedly have the 
control in their own hands now. They 
went to work secretly and before any sus­ 
picion was aroused they gathered in the 
bulk of the crop, which is an unusually 
light one. They control the present spot 
market, and own 7,500 of the 0,000 casks 
ailoat on the way to this country. The 
impression is very general that as they own 
the bnlk they can probably govern the 
m arket for a m onth or so and then will 
burst.” 
“ W hat pian does the trade propose to 
follow ?” asked the reporter. 
“ The first step has been to decline the 
generous offer to be slated and forced to 
buy Turkish prunes from the syndicate at 
the extortionate figures asked. The large 
crop of Bohemian prunes is coining, and 
they will largely take the place of Turkish 
prunes. The Bohemian fruit is of much 
better quality this year than ever before. 
It generally has been smoky, but the pres­ 
ent crop is not injured by this defect, and 
will prove a very good substitute for T urk­ 
ish prunes, while they sell one cent per 
pound less. A great m any low grades of 
French prunes are also being imported, as 
are French plums in 
large quantities. 
These are sold at much lower prices than 
Turkish prunes, and will do very well as a 
substitute until the corner is broken.” 


THE GREAT STRIKE. 


T lio S trik e A m o n g th e F r e ig h t H a n d lers 
T a k in g W id er D im en sio n s. 
New Y o rk , February 1st.—The exten­ 
sion of the strike to freight handlers on 
the railroad piers of New York is the most 
serious blow to commerce th at the Union 
men have struck. The effect of it 011 one 
road, the Jersey Cential, it was adm itted at 
the office dock this morning, was almost a 
complete suspension of business. The men 
turned out so suddenly that the company 
w as left at a great disadvantage, and its in­ 
ability 10 deliver freight was the cause of 
much inconvenience to merchants. 
Del­ 
aware, Lackawanna and W estern Com­ 
pany fre’ght is handled by the Starin 
fran-'porlation Company, and their men 
are in sym pathy with the freight band­ 
it rs on the other roads, and are ready to 
c ime out any time. 
Froight handlers on the Pennsylvania 
Railway piers, Nos. 45 ami 4G North river, 
struck work at 1 p. m. They sent an in­ 
formal demand yesterday for an increase of 
wages, with a threat that they would strike 
to-dav. No answer was received. They 
went out at dinner time. 
When they re­ 
turned they did not resume work, but sent 
a delegation to the office of Agent Bow­ 
man. 
He refused to see any except those 
representing his employes, who agreed to 
meet him 011 the end of the pier near the 
office. 
Bowman m et them at pier 5, and 
told them the company could not grant the 
advance at the moment, but were willing 
to consider the question, or any other griev­ 
ance of the men. The men decided to 
strike, and marched off the pier in a body. 
Bowman told the committee, who re­ 
mained, that the strikers would never be 
taken back. Seven men returned to work 
at pier 10. The men are still at work. 
Freight handlers of the Lehigh Valley 
road, at pier 2 North river, num bering 150, 
struck at 2 p. m. and joined the ranks of 
the strikers. 
IX JEKSKY CITY. 
J e rs e y C itv, February 1st. — Freight 
handlers employed in the yards of the New 
Jersey Central Railroad nt Communipaw 
and Bayonne struck for an increase of wages 
in accordance with the notice they served 
011 the company yesterday. There are about 
500 of the men out. 


C on gression al. 
W ashington, February 1st.—In the Sen­ 
ate a bill was reported from the committee, 
and placed on the calender, as follows : ¿'or 
the location and establishm ent of a Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers west of the 
Rocky m ountains; also, a bill for a boat 
railway around obstructions at the Dailes 
ami falls on the Columbia river. 
The credentials of Algernon S. Paddock, 
as Senator from Nebraska for the term 
commencing March 4, 1887, were presented 
and placed on file. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the sundry civil appropriation bill. The 
consideration of the bill was interrupted to 
allow of the presentation of a message from 
the House, requesting the Senate to furnish 
the House with a duplicate engro sed copy 
of the Senate bill forfeiting certain lands 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad grant. In 
connection v.ith the message, Dolph, one 
of the Sena’e conferees, m ade a statem ent 
giving a history of the m atter. He moved 
that the request of the Honse be complied 
with. 
I n .alls objected, and the m ilter went 
over till to-morrow. 
The railroad attorneys’ bill was at 2 
o'clock presented as unfinished business, 
but it was laid aside informally, and the 
Senate resumed consideration of the sun­ 
dry civil appropriation bill. 
McMillan offered an amendm ent appro­ 
priating $-1000 for the purchase of Carl 
Onthera’s picture, entitled “ Farm ing in 
Dakota.” 
Adopted. 
On motion of Mahone, the amendments 
m aking appropriations for public buildings, 
were adopted, as follows: A t Denver, Colt, 
$25.000, the lim it of cost being fixed at 
$57.000; at Nebraska City, Neb., $31,000. 
Fry offered an amendm ent appropriating 
$3.500 for the purpose of entertaining and 
providing for the expenses of the Interna­ 
tional Medical Congress, at its ninth an­ 
nual Medical Congress in W ashington, 
September, 1887. 
1'lumb offered an am endm ent, which 
was adopted, providing that no part of the 
appropriation should be paid as the per­ 
sonal expenses of any delegate, except on 
vouchers to be approved by the Secretary 
of the Interior. 
Frye’s am endm ent, thus amended, was 
agreed to.
